The following Act of the Ajmer Legislative Assembly received the 
assent of the President on the 13th January, 1955 and is hereby 
published for general information: — 

THE AJMER PREVENTION OF PROSTITUTION (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1954 

Act No. X of 1954 

An Act to amend the Ajmer Prevention of Prostitution Act, 1953 
(I of 1953). 

Bb it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Ajmer 
as follows:— 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) This Act may be called 
the Ajmer Prevention of Prostitution (Amendment) Act, 1954;. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Interpretation.—(1) In this Act “Principal Act” means the 
Ajmer Prevention of Prostitution Act, 1953 (I of 1953). 

(2) The General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897), shall apply for 
the interpretation of this Act as it applies for the interpretation of a 
Central Act. 

3. Amendment of section 1 of the Principal Act.—In section 1 of 
the Principal Act after sub-section (3) the following sub-section shall 
be added, namely: — 

“ (4) This Act shall remain in force till the 30th June, 1956.” 

4. Amendment of section 4 of the Principal Act.—In section 4 of 
the Principal Act the words “knitting room, embroidery room” shall 
be omittea. 
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5. Amendment of section 11 of the Principal Act —For section 11 
of the Principal Act the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“11. Prostitution in other than noticed areas.-^(l) (a) Whoever 
carries on the business of prostitution in an area other 
than an area which is notified in this behalf by the 
District Magistrate, or 

(b) Whoever for the purpose of prostitution enters any 
premises situate in an area other than an area notified 
as aforesaid, 

shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend 
to three months or with fine which may extend to two 
hundred rupees or with both. 

(2) For the purposes of subjection (1) the District Magistrate 
shall notify the areas in whicn prostitution is not pro¬ 
hibited." 

6. Amendment of section 13 of the Principal Act. —(1) The existing 
sub-sections (1) and (2) of section 13 of the Principal Act shall be 
renumbered as sub-sections (21 and (3) respectively of the said 
section and the following shall be inserted as sub-section (1) of the 
same section, namely: — 

“(1) Notwithstanding anything contained in any law for the 
time being in force, where any gazetted police officer 
has reason to believe that any offence punishable under 
section 4 or section 11(1) has been or is being or is about 
to be committed in any premises, he may, after recording 
such reason in a police diary, enter such premises with¬ 
out a warrant.” 

(2) In sub-section (2) of section 13 of the Principal Act renumber¬ 
ed as above, for the word and figure “section 3” the words and figures 
“sections 3, 4 or 11(1)” shall be substituted.
